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FEDERAL AGENCY ASSISTANCE 

 

Inspector General Staff Attorney Kristi Shute, after assistance by Special Agent 

Darrell Boehmer, reports as follows: 

 

 This report addresses the cooperation and readiness to provide assistance 

by the Indiana Office of the Inspector General (“OIG”) to an investigation by a 

federal agency. Similar to other law enforcement agencies, the OIG assists 

agencies upon request. The OIG is specifically authorized to cooperate with 

federal law enforcement agency investigations. IC 4-2-7-3(4)(B). 

 On June 6, 2014, a Special Agent with a federal agency requested the 

OIG’s assistance in obtaining the personnel files of two employees without the 

employees being notified.  Special Agent Boehmer issued a subpoena to the 

Indiana State Personnel Department for the requested information and advised the 

agency that the investigation was confidential. He also contacted the Indiana 

Auditor’s Office to obtain payroll records. The requested information was 

provided to the Special Agent. 
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 Since assistance has been provided and no additional support has been 

requested, this case is closed.
